During  the  last  six  months  six  national 
tanks  huve  been  established — three  in  the 
West  and  three  in  New  England  and  Ne* 
York. 

The  report  of  the  United  States  Commis¬ 
sioner  ol  Education  lor  1877,  just  issued,  Shows 
the  income  lor  all  the  States  tyid  Territories 
(Wyoming  not  included)  to  be  #86,866,166. 
ihe  exjiendituree  (Wyoming  included),  #80,- 
233,458.  The  school  population  lor  thirty-eight 
Suites  and  nine  lerritorties  is  said  to  aggregate 
1 1, 227, 748.  The  annual  expense  per  capita 
lor  public  school  pupils  ranges  Irom  #1.39  in 
North  Carolina  to  #35.76  iu  the  Cherokee 
tnlie,  Indian  Territory.  The  number  of  nor¬ 
mal  schools  reported  is  162,  haviug  1,189  in¬ 
structors,  37,082  pupils  and  2,763  graduates, 
of  which  1,874  are  engagod  iu  teaching.  Ohio 
reports  the  greatest  number  ot  normal  schools, 
viz.:  14.  The  largest  appropriation  to  a  nor¬ 
mal  school  was  that  ol  jaj  ,000  made  to  the 
New  York  City  Normal  College  by  th*  city. 
Die  bequests  made  to  educational  institutions 
fur  the  year  equaled  #3,000,000,  ot  which  sum 
institutions  for  the  superior  instruction  of 
women  received  #163,976.  The  average  of 
Mt’aries  paid  to  public  senool  teachers  in  the 
District  of  Colombia  is  tor  men,  #96.17;  lor 
women,  #7121  per  month,  giving  a  higher 
mean  than  that  i* ported  for  any  other  part  ot 
the  country  excepting  Nevada.

Crab  Canning. 

A  correspondent  gives  the  follow  ng 
account  of  the  work  of  a  packing  com¬ 
pany.  at  Oxford,  Kent  county,  Mary¬ 
land  :  There  ape  sixty  raep  and  boys  m- 
g aged  in  catdilng  the  crabs,  an  aver  gi 
of  forty  workihg  each  day.  The  num¬ 
ber  caught  by  one  person  in  a  da+is 
from  800  to  1.600.  They  are  paid  twenty- 
live  cents  per  hundred.  The  crabs  lire 
boiled  immediately  upon  being  land  »d. 
Alt  dead  or  aren  weak  crabs  are  re- 
ject< d.  After  being  boiled  they  are  pre¬ 
pared  and  packed  Immediately,  wh  ch 
insures  their  heing  fresh.  A  few  bohrs 
only  elapse  ffiom  the  time  the  ora  i  Is 
swimming  ninthly  in  the  water  ufiti  it 
ia  stowed  away  in  an  air-tight  can  w  1th 
fifteen  or  twenty  of  its  kind  for  compa  ly. 
These  cans  hdld  about  one  and  one-t  alf 
pounds  of  takes  from  ten  to 

twelve  crab*  to  make  a  pound,  '’be 
only  condimorft  used  Is  salt.  Everyth  itrg 
is  done  in  thej  moet  carefblandcleaily 
manner.  Few<  cooks  in  private  fajni  les 
could  do  tlie  work  as  neatly.  Tin*  m  sat 
taken  from  tba  claws  is  scarcely  broken. 
Tlie  most  expert  women  can  prepare 
nine  gallons  of  meat  in  a  day;  others 
n<»t  more  tlianlfour.  The  price  paid  (for 
this  work  is  twenty  cent*  a  gallon.
